1 am 
giad he reassured our allies 
that his visit to China docs 
not represent a lessening of 
our friend^p with them. 

“I KNOW the entire nation, 
regardless of poUHcal party, 
will support him in this very 
difficult project. I might also 
point out that the President 
has asked the Democratic and 
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Republican leaders of Con- 
gress to meet with him at 
8; 30 am. .Monday in Ihe 
WTiite Huu.se to discuss plans 
for his visit to Red China.'' 

Hebert chairman of U»e 
House Armed SiTvices Com- 
mittee. .said: “Ttie .siaiemeiit 
of the President on hi.s visit lo 
Red China indicates the broad 
scope of the mission he is un- 
dertaking and the leadership 
he is bringing to the quest for 
world peace, i Uke what Pres- 
ident .Nixon said. 1 recognize 
these are agonizing dcH:i.si(»ns 
to make, but wc are living in 
a world rvulity and ii‘U 
fantasy, -li - we can bi ri^ 
peace lo the i,v<orld in our 
time, steps that were consid- 
ered unaiiaimiblo yesterday 
may be reasonable tomor- 
row *’ 

Hebert added that "at a 
time when many people are 
insisting on the right to kn<»w 
ail details of government ’* — 
referring to Ine furor over the 
Pentagon papers — Nixon’s 
visit to China "could not have 
been arranged without the se- 
cret visit to Peking by pre.si* 
dential advisor Dr. Henry Kis- 
singer.”
